1.. fhe Gouneil of the Arab ae is studying the quostion of the port 


of Iskenderum (Alexandretta) and the Syrian Governuent is anxious for 
all the meubers of the Arab League to espouse their cause, The Damascus 
Government endeavored to approach Feridun Cenal Erkin, Secretary General 
of the Turkish Ministry of Foreign Affairs, on this subject on his way 
to Amman, but Erkin, wishing to avoid a discussion of the Hatay problea, 
proceeded directly to Trans-Jordan. 


2. It is this general attitude on the part of the Turkish Goveranent 
in refusing to re-open the Hatay question which has prompted Syria to 
apperl to the Arab League for Support. The Arab press opened a campaign 
in favor of Svrian claims and special efforts ara now being exerted to 
induce Egypt official lyt to revognize these claims. 


3. It is also reported that during Feridun Cemal Erkin's visit te Amman, 
King Abdallah of Trans—Jordan attempted to interest Turkey in the Palestine 
question as well. as in the Hatay affair. With regard to the Palestine 
question, the Turkish delegate euphasized that although his government
